‘Tt is_very difficult to ascertnia the true 
feelings of the Chinese in this city, whether 
they welcome us or wish us il], but as we 
have been groeted with at least the signs of 
welcome, we must tako such as the true 
coadition of affairs until we find out to tho 
contrury. 2 t

mental buildings, but they are not large

wo must uso eotne portion of the people’s 
houses for the present. This will associate 
you so clozoly with the native owners and 
occupants, that wu order you te be very 
careful that no disagreements occur, and 
that the Chinesa aro in no way hindered 
with theit daily work." 

I was placed in very comfortable quarters 
in ona of the largest private houses in the 
city ; my host, a very rich Chinaman fur 
Formosa, mado it as plessant for-mo as 
posaibla, and svon after. my arrival, I was 
led into one of the inner chambers where o 
vory elaborate bed waa placed at my dis- 
posal, and ioformation given mo hy the Ohi- 
| nese attendant, that it was the vlticial bed. 

‘As Ihave always been rather shy of Chi- 
nose beds, I thanked him but informed kim 
that I would-allow wy interpreter to try it 
that night, and if it teally turned out to ba 
a euccess and worthy of an official, would 
try it myeelf the next night, Thad a light 
bamboo couth rigged upand placed noar 
the door and avuided the hugs and gained 
tha cool air, which conditivns Sere tint en- 
joyed by tho occupant of tho official chuns- 
ber. B ¢ 

About 10 a.m, of the 24th, the Chineso 

army returned reinforecd, and surrounded 
tho city, taking up their positious on the 
surrounding hills.. As two companiea lad 
eon aent back alung the line yesterday, wa 
onty had about 500 mén all told, this proba. 
bly encouragid the Chinese and induced 
them to. make this attack. Tho Chinese 
opened fire 28 usual before they wore in 
range and could do any damage. The Jap- 
anese artillery took up a position outsido 
the city, and the machine guns word placd 
on the wall, To the East the Chineso 
fiaally collectad and commenced to march 
down the hillside in a body. The first shot 
wes then fired by our artillery, it being a 
shell from a mountain gun; the aim was 
perfect and from the actions of the Chinese 
it was evident they considered this taking 
an unfsic advantage; they hesitated and 
seemed to be holding a conference, which 
was, however, decided very quickly by a 
rapid fire from two machine gune simultan- 
eonsly, Tho decision seemed to be in fa- 
your uf a sprinting match to suo who could 
get out of range first. Twill never accuse 
the Chinese of being alow again, for if there 
was over a quick movement of troops it was 
on-this occasion. They were burricd out of 
other places in the eame manner, and in a 
few hours the several thousand braves, 
who with flags and trampota had cdvanced 
to drive the Japanese from tha city, were 
now making a most hasty retrent, absolute. 
ly defented by tho eight or ten Japanese 
who wore in charge of the artillery. A-com- 
pany of infautry wes thon dispatched ‘to 
eaok out any soouta or Chineno soldiers who 
might be hiding in praferenes, intending to 
wait until nightfall rather than make oo 
attempt to escape by climbing the hills in 
full view of tho Japanese and in range of the

bonfires wore burning oll night getting rid 
of the refuse, and for the first time in the 
history of the oldest inhabitant] ‘the city 
could be calted clean. ue 

Not being able to squeeze the people 
according to the ‘Olo ouatom,’ a bright 
Chinaman who waa furmerly a petty man- 
darin took advantage of the fear the 
natives haye of ivsing their property and 
turned it to his own profit in tho following 
Mmauocr.- 

‘As this official was well-posted as-to the 
existing affairs among the votives “and 
soldiera about the country, and informed 
the Japaneas daily, .ho was provided with 
ateg to hang about hia neck, which bore 
characters stating that he was employed or 
reserved by the Japanese. -He then apent 
Ais leisure momenta going about from sture 
to store, extortiug premiums forinsurdnce ; 
that ia, for a sum varying with the wealth 
of tho viotim, ho would save their building 
and allow them to coutinus with their 
business, otherwiso be would hand over 
theic property to the Japanese. Unfor- 
tunately fur him, he struck, during one of 
his tours, the store which was sheltering 
the Japanese correspcndents, and the store- 
keoper asked their advice, with the rosult 
that in a very few moments the * insurance 
company’ was placed under guard, A 
considerable sain had been secured, 
specially among tho poorer classes, who 
teadily paid the amount asked, A tag was 
furnished them bearing charactora denoting 
that the woarer was a good man and to ba 
protected, honses wero furnished with a 
small flag both of which could have boen 
made of a urse bY anyone, aid would be 
teapected by tho Japanoso, 

“S\On tho,27ch of Juce, I accumpanied one 
company who wera returning to Taipuhfu, 
as the parpore of the expedition had been 
accomplished, namely to capture the capital 
of the district and éstablith the Japanese 
civil-govorn ment at that place, 

_ On tho 28th we encountered the enemy 
yiist before reaching Tieng-lieck, but as 
uur force wag very small and we were 
hurrying back we secluded ourselves in a 
small plot, enclosed by bamboos. Two 
companies that had lately arrived were 
avvn chasing the Chiveae over tha hills so 
we continued on our way, We passed the 
ru'ns ofa wud brick house that had been 
the scone of quite a brisk fight on the 25th. 
_ 20.0 Chinese soldiers made an at- 
tack on a cumpavy of Japanese neat 
by, but were doeleated by the late 
ter, After considerable skirmishing a 
detachment of Japanosa atlemptad ta drive 
about thirty’ Ohineso soldiers out of tho 
house above mentioned. After consider. 
able firing on both sides tho Japanese found 
that their bullets could not penetrate 
through mud walls, and aa two Japaneso 
head boon Killed ond four wounded, the 
party putan end to the combat by setting 


.| firo to the straw coof, Great was the cons- 


ternation «£ the Chinese, who thought to 
surrender waa but to give thomselus up 
to a torturing death, and’ while many ea- 
caped, it is thought twelve or fifteen bodies 
now lie under the smoking ruins. On 
resching Tienglieck, we were soon joined 
by the company that was fightiog with the 
Chinese during the morning. Thoy had 
buen obl gu-l to retreat, for after fighting 
eoveral hours with the enemy, whu ont. 
bumbcrod them by ton to ono, without 
making any perceptibl. progress they with- 
' drew to wait until reinforocd. by a detach- 
mont of Artillery. One Japanese was killed 
and three wounded, including a Lieutenant, 
who was shot ia thy knee. Travelling all 
nivht, wo reached Tuipehfu about @ a.m. 
on the 29th, having patsed acveral compa- 
nivs of infantry and 4 battery of artillery 
despatched to aid tho amall force scattered 
slong between Tieng-lieck and Teckchan. 

While the heat was-intense and living 
in Chinese houses hardly to te considered 
in the light of a treat, the trip was an en- 
Joyabiv ono, and I cannot apoak too highly 
of the kind treatment received from the 
Japanese officera. 

Afteratwoduys’ atay in Tsipohfu, procar+ 
ing tho necessary equipment for the trip to 
the South, Z left on « special military traia 
for Kelung making a very quick trip. The

delicious boverape, Royal Ginger Beer.’ 
Tho next morning, epon bring nolified, I 
wont on board thé Japanese transport ; the 
Sakura Maru, where I have spent several 
enjoyable days made most pleasoot and 
agreeable by the. kindness of the Foreign 
officers. Jam very sorry thnt my atay is to 
come to such a sudden’ and uuex ected 
ending. Whilo enjoying a visit nat aven- 
ing from General Yamane, one of the most’ 
genial officials on the island, I was iuform- 
ed that we are all to return to Taipeh-fu, 
as it is considered too great a risk to 
attempt to land traops on the South at this 
time of year, While I am very sorry to 
leave my comfortable quarters, the soldiers 
who have been penaed up in the nsrrow 
limits aboard ship wil recaive the news 


it when removed fr. the stalls and fasten- 
ings und allowed to kick and run about a 
biton shore, Regardless of hardship these 
Japatcse horses eeem tu be stauding the 
change very well, Although they look very 
much run gown, they do theirg@ork, do it 
woll, and live. 

A grent deal of sickness prevailaio the 
city among both Chineso and Japancao, and 
ono cannot walk upon tho streot without 
meeting cirriers with sick persons or with 
coflins, and whilo it is nut admitted that 
there is any cholera, there liavo been many 
suspicious deaths. The Japaneso socom 
apecially affected with fever and dysentery. 
The Red Cross hospital has had over four 
hundred cases for treatment. 

It was intended that the fleet should 
leave Kelung on the 4th or Sih July, and 
land the troops inthe moastsuitable place in 
tho vicinity of Anping. About twelve 
thousand men had gathered here for that 
purpose; but delays, probably unavoidable, 
bad postponed the day oi departure until 
it is sow decided that owing to tho south~ 
weat monsoon it would be very dungérous, 
if not an impossibility, to land a sufficient 
force: with supplies enough to allow of any 
certain success in attacking the Black 
Flags. Therefore, the expedition will go 
overland. It is doubtful if the Japanese 
fully appreciate tho difiiculties of auch a 
trip at thia time of year. ‘The mountain 
streams aro now converted into surging 
rivers which cannot be forded and with o 
‘current which will defy the efforts of the 
military engineers who attempt to bridge 
them with the usual military structures, 
ordinarily thrown up ina few days, Again, 
a considerable portion of the distance lies 
along through plains sbeunding with 
streams and irrigation canals, and with tho 
rain which falls during July and August

Tam very sorry to record tho death of 
one cf tho best known miasionariva, on 
tho islaud, Father Fernandez, of the 
Spanish Miasiou, who died of cholera on 
July 7.
